MINUTES  OF  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

MONDAY  EVENING,  JUNE  20 

The  Council  met  in  Headquarters  at  the  Leland  Hotel.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  President,  Gertrude  Fox,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  8:00  P.  M. 
All  stood  and  joined  in  praying  the  Lord’s  Prayer. 

Roll  call  of  Department  Officers  and  Past  Department  Officers,  both 
living  and  deceased,  was  made  by  Department  Secretary,  Alice  Anderson. 

The  following  questions  were  read,  having  been  sent  in  regular 
form: 

1.  Is  there  a  time  limit  for  Inspection?  If  so,  when  should  it 
close  ? 

Decision  of  the  Council:  No,  as  ruled  in  National  Convention  of 
1931.  Council  sustained. 

2.  Would  it  be  a  good  idea  to  buy  a  Department  Badge  for  use  by 
the  Department  President? 

Council  decision:  Department  buy  a  gold  badge  for  use  of  President 
during  her  term  of  office.  The  cost  not  to  exceed  $10.  Council  sustained. 

3.  Are  we  in  favor  of  adopting  the  Illinois  song,  Ladies  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  ? 

Decision  of  Council:  The  song  belonged  to  us  first.  Council  sus¬ 
tained. 

4.  Should  we  add  the  song  ‘‘Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds”  and 
“Star  Spangled  Banner”  to  our  Ritual? 

Decision  of  council:  This  matter  be  left  optional  with  the  Circle. 
Council  sustained. 

5.  Would  it  not  be  wise,  that  during  this  depression  to  reduce  per 
capita  tax  from  14  cents  per  quarter  per  member  paid  to  Department 
to  12  cents  per  quarter  per  member? 

Decision  of  council:  Per  capita  tax  remain  the  same.  Council  sus¬ 
tained. 
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6.  Does  our  organization  wish  to  continue  to  contribute  to  the 
Candy  Fund  for  the  Knightstown  Home? 

Decision  of  the  council:  We  dispense  with  the  candy  contribution 
and  present  the  home  each  year  with  not  more  than  $25  worth  of  books  or 
equipment,  the  President  to  use  her  discretion  as  to  amount  expended. 
The  money  to  be  drawn  from  the  general  fund.  Council  sustained. 

7.  Shall  the  new  President  of  this  organization  be  instructed  to 
destroy  a  banner  which  is  now  in  Department  trunk  as  the  banner 
has  printing  on  the  flag  which  is  contrary  to  rules  and  regulations  of 
United  States  Army? 

Decision  of  council:  This  banner  be  destroyed.  Council  sustained. 

8.  It  has  been  10  years  since  the  proceedings  were  incorporated 
in  book  form.  Shall  the  new  President  have  proceedings  incorporated 
in  book  form  just  previous  to  the  close  of  her  term? 

Decision  of  council:  She  have  them  done.  Council  sustained.

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  1:30  O’CLOCK 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Department  President  and 
Department  Chaplain  Clara  Henninger  had  charge  of  memorial  services. 
A  short  scripture  was  read  and  prayer  made.  Memorial  services  were 
then  held  for  all  Sisters  departed  since  last  convention.  To  the  strains 
of  sweet  music  all  circle  presidents  entered  carrying  a  red  rose  and  a 
lighted  red  candle.  As  each  circle  was  called  the  president  placed  her 
rose  under  an  arch  of  green  and  blew  out  the  candle  in  memory  of  Sisters 
from  her  circle  that  had  passed  on.  The  roll  was  called  by  the  secretary. 
Miss  Pauline  Frederickson  then  rendered  “The  Vacant  Chair”  as  a  solo. 
Following  this  Past  Department  President  Sister  Mellie  Bell  Kitchel 
played  and  sang,  “Taps”.  Rev.  Koch  of  the  Lutheran  church  of  Richmond 
was  then  introduced  and  in  a  few  well  chosen  remarks  honored  our  de¬ 
parted  Sisters.  Past  National  President  Sister  Lida  Manson  then  gave  a 
memorial  for  all  departed  Past  Department  Presidents.  Miss  Frederick¬ 
son  then  sang  “There  is  a  Dawn”. 

Following  this  service  Sister  Olive  Williams  presented  a  beautiful 
Flag  to  the  church  in  the  name  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  It  was  accepted  by  Rev.  Martin,  pastor  of  the  church,  who 
expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  gift. 

Convention  then  adjourned  to  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Masonic  Temple 
where  the  ritual  was  exemplified.  The  work  was  very  well  done  by  S. 
W.  Stirk  Circle  No.  18  of  Fort  Wayne.  This  was  followed  by  the  drill 
of  the  department  drill  team,  who  as  always  were  a  joy  to  watch.

Home.  At  this  time  each  year  our  organization  extends  its  love  and  good 
will  along  with  its  usual  gift  to  the  graduating  class. 

June  15 — Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Indiana  Drill  Team  of  Fort 
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Wayne,  motored  to  Lima,  Ohio,  to  attend  State  convention  of  our  organi¬ 
zation.  We  were  all  delightfully  entertained  by  the  Department  of  Ohio 
and  were  their  guests  at  dinner.  A  splendid  interesting  meeting  was 
enjoyed.  We  took  part  in  the  parade  after  which  our  Drill  Team  displayed 
their  drill.  Sister  Della  Schiele  was  presiding  officer  and  the  National 
was  represented  by  a  widely  known  Past  National  President,  Sister  Cora 
Rollins.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  carry  greetings  and  present  this  De¬ 
partment  with  a  copy  of  Sandburg’s  “Life  of  Lincoln.”

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE-AT-LARGE 

To  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Convention,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indiana,  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  As  Dele¬ 
gate-at-large,  I  wish  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Sunday,  September  14,  at  12:30  P.  M.,  accompanied  by  my  mother  we 
left  Gas  City,  enroute  for  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  to  attend  the  Forty-fifth 
National  Encampment  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
We  arrived  in  Des  Moines  about  four  A.  M.  Monday,  and  stayed  in  our 
coach  until  six  A.  M.  and  were  then  taken  in  a  courtesy  car  to  Hotel 
Savery,  where  headquarters  had  been  established.  There  we  met  our 
Department  President  Gertrude  Fox,  and  Sisters  Olive  Williams  and 
Minnie  Penwell  and  were  later  joined  by  sisters  Nellie  Stammel  and 
Francis  Meyers. 

Monday,  2  P.  M.  A  patriotic  service  was  held  in  the  Ball  Room  of 
the  Hotel  Savery,  where  an  address  was  given  by  Mr.  Fred  Marvin, 
who  described  conditions  in  Russia,  and  stated  that  we  should  do  every¬ 
thing  in  our  power  to  combat  communism.  Flags  were  presented  to  the 
Boy  and  Girl  Scouts,  by  the  National  Patriotic  Instructor,  and  the 
Ritualistic  work  was  exemplified  by  three  Des  Moines  Circles,  and  drap¬ 
ing  the  Charter,  by  Laura  Swayer  Circle  of  Atlantic,  the  oldest  circle 
in  Iowa.  We  then  adjourned  until  Tuesday  A.  M. 

Monday  evening  a  reception  and  dance  was  given  in  the  Ball  Room  of 
the  “Savery”  by  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  of  Iowa,  in  honor  of  the  Na- 
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tional  President,  Margaret  Grandle,  and  her  staff  and  was  a  delightful 
affair. 

Tuesday  A.  M.  Convention  called  to  order  in  regular  form,  and  the 
National  President  introduced  her  official  family,  and  the  Past  National 
Presidents  and  other  national  officers  were  also  introduced.  Comrade 
Rhodes  of  Manhattan,  Kansas,  was  introduced,  and  stated  that  he  came 
all  the  way  from  Kansas  to  sing,  at  the  Memorial  services,  which  were 
in  charge  of  the  National  Chaplain,  Anna  E.  McGrath,  and  were 
very  beautiful  and  impressive.  The  Conductors  stood  holding  Flags 
crossed,  as  each  Department  President,  including  our  Department  Presi¬ 
dent,  Gertrude  Fox,  entered  carrying  a  rose  and  a  lighted  candle.  Rose 
Bergseng  sang  a  solo,  “Lest  We  Forget”,  while  the  names  of  the 
departed  Sisters  were  called,  and  a  rose  was  placed  for  each  one.  The 
circle  sang  “Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds”,  followed  by  two  solos  by  the 
National  Soloist.  Comrade  Rhodes  sang,  “They’re  at  Home  Over  There”, 
and  the  Memorial  address  was  given  by  Mrs.  Clara  Sawyer.  Invocation 
was  offered  by  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Hampton,  and  the  Memorial  services  were 
brought  to  a  close. 

The  National  Commander,  James  E.  Jewel,  and  wife  and  staff  were 
admitted  and  introduced,  and  the  National  Commander  gave  an  interest¬ 
ing  and  inspiring  talk,  which  will  long  be  remembered  by  every  one 
present.  Lillian  Clark  Carey  responded  to  his  wonderful  words.  We 
then  adjourned  until  1:30  P.  M. 

Tuesday  P.  M.  Convention  called  to  order  by  the  National  President, 
and  greetings  committees  were  appointed,  our  Department  President, 
Sister  Fox,  being  appointed  on  the  committee  to  the  Daughters  Auxiliary 
of  Veterans. 

The  National  President  then  began  reading  her  report  of  her  year’s 
work.  She  stated  that  twelve  new  circles,  and  one  Junior  circle  had  been 
instituted,  and  the  increase  of  members  would  cover  the  loss  of  suspen¬ 
sion.  She  also  stated  that  a  bill  was  to  be  presented  to  Congress  to 
increase  widows’  pensions. 

Several  Comrades  were  admitted  at  this  time,  and  Comrade  Henry 
Tell  of  Wisconsin,  gave  a  brief  talk  and  said  that  the  Ladies  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  would  be  rewarded  ten  fold  for  all  they  do  for  the  old  Comrades. 
A  committee  from  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  Auxiliary  of  Department 
of  Iowa,  were  announced  and  presented  a  lovely  basket  of  red  gladioluses 
to  the  National  President.  We  adjourned  to  visit  the  Capitol  grounds 
and  witness  the  dedication  of  a  Monument  and  Flagstaff  by  the  Ladies 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  Iowa,  which  was  an  outstanding  feature  as  it  is 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  state  of  Iowa.  The  Flagstaff  is  eighty 
feet  high  and  stands  on  a  bronze  base  five  feet  high.  It  was  erected  at  a 
cost  of  nineteen  hundred  dollars,  and  certainly  was  a  glorious  achieve¬ 
ment. 

Convention  convened  at  eight  o’clock  Wednesday  morning,  and  several 
officers  read  reports  at  this  time,  and  the  National  President  continued 
reading  her  report.  At  ten  o’clock  we  adjourned  to  review  the  Grand 
Army  Parade  which  was  indeed  thrilling,  and  witnessed  by  a  multitude 
of  people.  Although  the  day  was  extremely  hot  for  September,  these 
grand  old  heroes,  a  remnant  of  the  once  great  army,  passed  in  review 
while  the  vast  throng  cheered  and  cheered. 

Wednesday  noon  we  were  guests  at  a  Complimentary  Luncheon  given 
by  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  of  Iowa.  Favors  of  powder  shampoo  and 
hot  dish  mats,  products  of  Des  Moines,  were  given  to  every  one  present. 
The  Luncheon  was  a  great  success. 

We  were  called  to  order  at  two  P.  M.  Wednesday,  and  Rev.  Floyd 
E.  Ireland,  National  Chaplain  of  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  was  intro¬ 
duced  and  in  his  talk  he  complimented  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army 
on  knowing  how  to  properly  display  the  Flag.  A  greetings  committee 
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from  the  W.  R.  C.  were  introduced,  and  presented  a  gift  to  the  National 
President,  who  in  her  response  said  harmony  and  peace  should  exist 
between  the  W.  R.  C.  and  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  home  circles. 

Deferred  minutes  were  read  and  approved  and  several  greetings  com¬ 
mittees  were  admitted,  also  the  Betsy  Ross  official  quartet.  They  favored 
us  with  three  numbers.  We  adjourned  until  8:30  P.  M.  Mothers  and 
Fathers  banquet  was  given  at  Savery  Hotel  at  6  P.  M.,  and  was  a  very 
pleasant  feature  and  largely  attended. 

Convention  called  to  order  at  8:30  Wednesday  night.  Roll  was  called 
and  the  credential  committee  announced  232  voting*  delegates.  We  then 
proceeded  with  the  nomination  and  election  of  officers.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indiana  was  represented  with  a  delegation  of  17.  We  then 
adjourned  until  Thursday  morning. 

Thursday  A.  M.  Convention  opened  in  regular  form  with  National 
President  presiding.  The  National  Secretary  read  her  report  and  stated 
that  there  were  772  Circles,  22  Junior  Circles,  40,623  Department  mem¬ 
bers,  and  33,971  Circle  members.  Also,  one  army  nurse.  The  National 
President  finished  reading  her  report,  and  we  adjourned  until  Thursday 
P.  M. 

Called  to  order  at  two  P.  M.  Thursday.  The  manager  of  Hotel  Savery, 
wife  and  daughter  were  introduced,  and  the  National  President  pre¬ 
sented  him  with  a  large  picture  of  Lincoln.  Several  National  Officers 
read  their  reports,  which  were  accepted  and  placed  with  proper  com¬ 
mittees.  The  National  Chaplain  read  her  report  and  stated  that  some 
of  the  Department  Chaplains  did  not  answer  all  the  questions  in  their 
reports  and  some  that  were  answered  were  not  clear.  She  recommended 
that  Department  Chaplains  be  more  accurate  with  reports. 

The  National  Registrar,  Mellie  Bell  Kitchel,  gave  a  marvelous  re¬ 
port  of  her  year’s  work,  and  Sister  Olive  Williams  presented  her  with 
a  gift  in  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Indiana.  Past  National  President 
Cora  Rawlings  and  the  National  President  complimented  Sister  Kitchel 
on  her  wonderful  report,  and  the  National  President  also  stated  that  we 
must  be  careful  of  records  or  we  might  just  as  well  throw  open  the 
doors  and  accept  anyone  as  members. 

Comrades  from  Department  of  Kansas  G.  A.  R.  and  Department  Com¬ 
rades  of  Ohio  were  introduced,  and  the  Department  Commander  of 
Kansas  gave  a  brief  talk,  and  remarked  that  the  Comrades  would  carry 
on  the  encampments  as  long  as  there  were  one  of  them  left.  The  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Administration  and  National  Inspectors  read  their  reports  and  we 
adjourned  until  8  P.  M. 

Thursday,  8:30  P.  M.  We  were  again  called  to  order,  and  the  report 
of  the  Advisory  Council  was  read  and  several  recommendations  too  num¬ 
erous  to  mention  here  were  offered  and  sustained.  Prizes  were  then 
awarded  to  the  circles  gaining  most  members,  and  after  the  different 
committees  gave  their  reports  the  minutes  of  the  afternoon  were  read 
and  we  adjourned  until  Friday  A.  M. 

Friday  morning  session  was  devoted  to  the  installation  of  the  newly 
elected  officers,  receiving  greetings  committees  and  finishing  up  of  all 
other  reports,  etc. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  National  President  pronounced 
the  Forty-fifth  National  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  closed. 

My  trip  to  Des  Moines  was  a  delightful  one  and  I  wish  to  thank 
the  Department  of  Indiana  for  the  privilege  of  representing  them.

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Department  of  Indiana,  Ladies  of 

the  Grand  Army. 

Greetings : 

We,  the  Visiting  Committee  to  the  Knightstown  Home,  beg  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

Leaving  home  at  6:30  A.  M.,  arriving  at  Knightstown,  October  9, 
at  9  A.  M.  We  visited  some  of  the  stores  in  the  city  and  then  on  to  the 
Home.  On  arriving  at  the  Orphans  Home  we  went  immediately  to  the 
Home  Office  and  were  received  by  Commander  McNair  and  staff  and 
Sister  Fox.  Later  we  met  with  the  committees  of  the  different  allied 
orders  and  at  10  A.  M.  we  started  on  an  inspection  tour  of  the  Institution. 

First  the  school  building,  then  the  boys’  cottages.  There  were  28 
boys  in  one  cottage.  Then  through  the  smaller  boys’  cottage  and  then 
into  the  kitchen  and  bakery  where  we  were  all  treated  to  some  of  the 
most  delicious  cookies  we  ever  ate. 

We  went  through  the  cottage  occupied  by  the  larger  girls  and  then 
into  the  cottage  of  the  little  tots,  there  being  41  little  ones  in  this 
building,  7  of  whom  were  babies. 

There  were  very  few  sick  children  in  their  well-equipped  hospital  and 
at  11:45  we  were  conducted  to  the  dining  room  and  seen  496  children 
march  in  and  seated  for  dinner. 

At  12:15  we  went  to  the  main  dining  room  for  the  visitors’  dinner. 
The  dinner  was  exceptionally  well  cooked  and  served  by  the  larger  girls 
of  the  home,  and  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  visitors. 

At  1:30  a  band  concert  was  given  by  the  Home  band  and  was  beauti¬ 
fully  rendered. 

A  splendid  program  was  given  in  the  gymnasium,  by  division  No.  14 
and  girl  students,  in  class  tumbling  and  dancing.  The  department  presi¬ 
dents  of  the  different  allied  orders  all  gave  short  talks  and  then  we 
went  out  to  see  the  retreat  and  review  on  the  drill  field  by  cadet  corps. 
We  want  to  thank  our  Department  President  Sister  Fox  for  appointing 
us  on  this  committee  for  we  surely  enjoyed  the  day.

Ella  Hughes,  Department  President  of  the  Women’s  Relief  Corps;  Mrs. 
Lena  Stahl,  Department  President  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  Auxiliary, 
and  our  Department  President  Sister  Gertrude  Fox,  and  their  respective 
committees  _  including  representation  from  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans 
of  the  Civil  War,  for  the  annual  inspection  of  the  Lafayette  State 
Soldiers  Home. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  visit 
this  wonderful  home  which  was  originally  built  for  the  disabled  soldiers, 
sailors,  and  marines,  their  wives  and  widows,  of  the  Civil  War,  but  now 
extends  the  same  privileges  to  the  veterans  of  all  wars,  their  wives  and 
widows,  we  will  give  a  brief  description  of  the  home. 

There  could  be  no  more  beautiful  nor  appropriate  site  for  the  home 
of  those  soldiers  of  Indiana,  who  served  it  in  time  of  need.  It  is  situated 
on  the  high  banks  overlooking  the  Wabash  river,  four  miles  North  of 
Lafayette,  where  on  a  tract  of  land  of  nearly  250  acres,  the  home  is 
laid  out  in  an  inner  and  outer  circle,  with  the  houses  built  in  a  setting 
of  shrubs  and  flowers.  A  short  distance  from  this  is  the  Tippecanoe 
Battlefield.  The  history  of  this  is  familiar  to  all.  There  are  many 
buildings  worthy  of  special  mention.  Among  them  is  the  assembly 
hall  for  religious  services,  where  all  patriotic  organizations  can  have 
entertainments  and  picnic  dinners  and  suppers;  the  widows  home,  of 
which  Mary  E.  Davis  is  matron,  with  a  capacity  of  100;  the  Old  Peoples 
Home  with  capacity  of  30  couples,  the  Men’s  building,  the  Library  with 
150  portraits  of  prominent  Americans,  the  masterpiece  being  of  Abra¬ 
ham  Lincoln.  These  were  all  painted  by  Alexander  Laurie,  a  former 
member  of  the  home.  The  home  has  a  modern  heating  system  consisting 
of  three  boilers,  two  of  which  are  always  in  use,  and  one  kept  in  season. 
We  inspected  the  laundry  which  turns  out  65,000  pounds  of  laundry  a 
month  and  employs  about  25  girls.  The  kitchen,  where  all  men  cooks  are 
employed,  bakes  about  300  loaves  of  bread,  70  to  80  pies,  makes  80 
gallons  of  coffee  and  60  of  tea  besides  the  meat  and  vegetables  and  other 
foods  cooked.  At  noon  the  dining  room,  45  feet  wide  and  70  feet  long, 
was  inspected.  Twenty-two  girls  are  employed  here.  We  were  served 
an  excellent  dinner.  There  were  three  Indian  War,  38  Civil,  29  Spanish 
and  15  World  War  Veterans  in  the  home.  In  all  there  are  84  men 
and  345  women,  of  this  number  one-third  are  in  the  hospital.  All  mem¬ 
bers  we  visited  praised  the  home. 

The  hospital  has  250  beds,  a  well-equipped  operating  room,  with 
X-ray  laboratories,  where  the  patients  are  given  the  best  of  medical 
and  surgical  treatment.  Our  visit  was  very  pleasant  and  we  found 
everything  sanitary  and  in  excellent  condition,  but  yet  there  was  a 
feeling  of  sadness  when  we  saw  the  cemetery  with  nearly  1,500  graves 
of  both  veterans  and  wives  and  widows,  each  marked  with  a  government 
headstone  and  the  large  memorial  marker  and  monument  in  honor  of 
all  Civil  War  Veterans  presented  by  the  late  Winfield  Durbin,  former 
Governor  and  member  of  the  home. 

There  were  many  other  things  worthy  of  mention  concerning  the 
home,  but  especially  the  warm  welcome  we  received  from  Colonel 
Charles  Zilmer  and  his  wife,  and  they  will  make  all  visitors  welcome. 
The  chairman  of  the  committee  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  pound 
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boxes  of  candy  to  the  widows  at  the  home  from  Elkhart,  the  gift  of 
Frank  Baldwin  Circle  of  Elkhart.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  with 
Elizabeth  Sparks,  Past  Department  Secretary.  The  chairman  also  had 
the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  West  Point  Circle  with  our  Department 
President  in  the  evening  after  the  inspection  and  thanks  all  for  making 
her  visit  a  most  pleasant  one.  We  thank  our  Department  President  for 
appointing  us  on  this  committee.

Gradually  but  surely  the  hand  of  time  is  thinning  the  ranks  of  the 
noble  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  but  not  even  the  hand  of  time  can 
lessen  the  esteem  in  which  that  marvelous  organization  is  held  by  the 
American  people.  The  glorious  history  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  will  shine  brightly  in  the  memory  of  every  American  citizen 
long,  long  after  the  last  remnant  of  its  ranks  has  answered  the  final 
roll  call.  Years  may  pass;  generations  may  come  and  go,  but  in  our 
hearts  there  will  always  linger  the  deepest  love  for  and  devotion  to  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Nowhere  will  this  love  be  stronger  than 
in  the  hearts  of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  which  I  represent  on  this 
occasion.

Place,  the  home  of  the  late  General  Mahlon  D.  Manson,  with  the  Manson 
family  as  hosts. 

October  18,  1931,  we  dedicated  a  monument  we  had  erected  in  honor 
of  our  Civil  War  Veterans  at  the  Masonic  cemetery  upon  a  lot  given 
to  the  Circle  by  the  family  of  General  Manson.  The  history  of  this  lot 
was  given  by  our  Past  National  President,  Sister  Lida  Manson,  as 
follows:  “The  lot  was  purchased  March  18,  1865,  by  Caroline  Manson, 
wife  of  General  Manson,  while  he  was  at  the  front.  The  lot,  not  being 
used  by  the  family,  was  given  to  General  Manson  Circle  No.  36  in 
February,  1928.  May,  1928,  the  Circle  erected  a  Flagpole  and  curbing 
on  this  lot.  On  Memorial  Day,  1928,  the  lot  was  dedicated  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  On  that  day  our  late  Comrade  H.  H.  Talbot, 
then  Commander  of  our  local  G.  A.  R.  Post,  gave  $1.00  to  start  a  monu¬ 
ment  fund.  This  fund  was  completed  in  1931,  and  the  monument 
erected  in  October.  T'he  monument  was  unveiled  by  Virginia  Manson 
and  Robert  Gabriel,  each  four  years  of  age,  and  great-grandchildren  of 
Veterans.  A  patriotic  program  was  enjoyed  by  a  large  crowd  and 
eight  Veterans.  The  acceptance  speech  was  made  by  the  Honorable 
Dumont  Kennedy,  President  of  the  Masonic  Cemetery  Association  and 
a  Son  of  a  Veteran.  He  gave  an  inspiring  tribute  to  the  Ladies  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.”
